For young pigs it is very necessary 
that milk be a part of the ration, says 
American Agriculturist In connection 
with the milk ground l»arley, oats, corn 
j»r, wheat.-can be fed to excellent ad- 
vantage./startlng with a small proper 
tlou at first and increasing this as the 
auimalagrow larger. 

During the early summer a good pas¬ 
ture Is of especial Importance when 
raising hogs. Provide clover If possible 
and blue grass, for both are excellent 
hog feeds. A patch of rye furnishes 
excellent hog pasture. The hogs can be 
kept on this until the rye heads out.' 
As soon as the grain 1%formed the ani¬ 
mals will learn to pull It down and will, 
■consume the greater portion. 

During the summer special care 
should be taken to provide shade for 
■the animals during the hot weather. A 
cheap covering Is all that la necessary. 
If the animals can have access to a 
brush lot ao much the better, as the 
brush not only furnishes shade, but op¬ 
portunity for rubbing, the latter being 
necessary for bogs to keep themselves 
clean.
